CASES, A BIG INCREASE 


Health Commissioner Not Alarm- 
ed, However, as Most of New 
Cases Are in Mild Form. 


Though there was a marked in- 
crease in the number of new influen- 
za cases reported in St. Louis today, 
Health Commissioner Starkloff said 
there was no immediate occasion for 
calling together the Medical Advis- 
ory Committee or for considering a 
restoration of the bar on amuse- 


ments or business. 

Many of the new cases, he said, 
were among children and in a very 
mild form and the death rate was 
not sufficiently high to cause alarm. 

The number of new influenza 
cases reported in the 24 hours end- 
ing at 11 a. m. today was 507, com- 
pared with 215 for the same period 
yesterday. There were 25 deaths 
from influenza and eight from pneu- 
monia yesterday. The total number 
of cases of influenza in St. Louis since 
Oct. 7 has been 17,384. There have 
been 994 deaths from influenza and 
449 from pneumonia in the same 
period. 

The number of case reported today 
is the largest since Nov. 6, when 
594 cases were reported. Of those 
174 were at the City Sanitarium. 
There are no cases there now. 

Of the reports received today 3 
were from the SS. Mary and Josepn 
Orphans’ Home at Grand avenue and 
Itaska street. Most of the other 
cases reported were from the ex- 
treme northern and southern por- 
tions of the city in districts known 
as Baden and Carondelet.

The manufacturer will be reim- 
bursed in a degree for the loss of 
the contract and for the cost of such 
machinery as it was necessary to in- 
stall to undertake the contract.

An explanation of the detailed le- 
gal procedure under which it is pro- 
posed to increase the population of 
St. Louis approximately 80,000 
through annexation of a part of St. 
Louis County, was given last night by 
former Circuft Judge Samuel Rosen- 
feld ata meeting of the Million Pop- 
ulation Club at the American Annex 
Hotel. 

The club, supported by the Kiel 
administration and by the Chamber 
of Commerce, will ask the next Mis- 
eouri Legislature, which will convene 
Jan. 8, to pass an act enabling a por- 
tfon of the county and the city to 
vote separately on the annexation 
proposition. 

Proposed Act’s Chief Features. 

As outlined by Rosenfeld the pro- 
posed act has five outstanding fea- 
tures: 

First, a provision that the Coun- 
ty Court of St. Louis County shall, 
on petition of 100 voters who are 
residents of the county, call a spe- 
cial election to vote on the ques- 
tion of whether a certain fully de- 
scribed portion of the county shall 
be stricken off with a view to its 
annexation to St. Louis.: 

Second, unless a majority of the 
voters of the county approve the 
Striking off of such territory, 
nothing further can be done.

Missouri is saved from the narrowness of a prohibi- 
tion regime only by the votes of St. Louisans, and the 
majority for prohibition up State is increasing and the 
majority against it in St. Louis is rapidly decreasing. 

This is no time for the liquor traffic to be creating 
prejudice against it by seeking to control newspaper or- 
gans of public opinion or to be putting weapons in the 
hands of its opponents by continuing former abuses and 
violations of law. The indicated role for the liquor in- 
terest just now is one of extreme humility and self-ab- 
negation—of abstention from its old obnoxious practices 
and abandonment of its well-known habit of dabbling in 
our politics. This intervening time between the days 
of huge majorities for the maintenance of the liquor 
traffic as it Was and possible future majorities against 
it ought to be the most satisfactory time in the history 
of the dry agitation. We are spared the tyranny to 
which the bonedryers would subject us, and on the other 
hand the liquor interest is given the most compelling 
reasons for good behavior.

HE choice before mankind was well 

described yesterday in Prof. Gilbert 
Murray's impressive speech. Roughly, it 
is the choice between a life without war 
or a life with nothing but war. Rousseau 
said that it was for our own good that 
Nature kept her secrets from us.

The mere preparation that each na- 
tion would make in order to be ready for 
every kind of surprise would be so costly 
as to leave us no time or money for any- 
thing else.

Peruvian Official Explanation of Sit- 
uation Published at Bue- 
nos Aires.

“After the extraordinary outrages 
at Iquque Saturday, during which 
the property of several Peruvians 
was sacked, Chilean crowds on Sun- 
day attacked the Peruvian Consul at 
Iquique, Senor L. Hosa, while he was 
on his way to the Mayor to protest 
against the riots. 

“He was carried by force aboard 
a small steamer anchored in the 
port. The authorities and the po- 
lice consented to the outrage and no- 
tified the Consul that they would not 
permit him to disembark. 

‘Upon receiving this notice, the 
Peruvian Government has with- 
drawn its consular representatives 
from Chile.” 

News dispatches received here in- 
dicate that disturbances are general 
in Iquique, Antofasgasta and Pisagua 
and that several Peruvian commer- 
cial houses have been wrecked in 
Pisagua.

Stop by ee States.

WASHI INGTON. . Nov. 26.—Though 


without official information concern- 
ing the serious situation between 
Chile and Peru, the State Depart- 
ment is giving the matter close at- 
tention and it is regarded as possible 
that an opportunity will be found to 
tender the good offices of the Amer- 
ican Government to compose the 
controversy.

HE first reference to “Old King

Raleigh had introduced tobacco into 
Europe, but this does not necessarily 
follow, as a “pipe” might mean a 
musical instrument.

A majority of American League 
magnates seem opposed to Frazee 
and to his plan. In reply to questions 
put to him by a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent last night Connie Mack, 
one of the canniest diplomats of the 
learue, said: 

“Il regret deeply that a former 
President of the country should 
be placed in an embarrassing posi- 
tion by Frazee of Boston, who was 
acting on his own initiative. He 
was not empowered to speak for 
the American League. 

‘Frazee is a limelighter and gives 
the American League a black eye 
by his irresponsible and unjustifi- 
able action in offering a hypotheti- 
cal position to a big man of the 
country. 

“The only way the National Com- 
mission can be changed is at a 
meeting of the American League. 
If the members want Taft as sole 
member of the commission, they 
will so decide at a meeting. 

“The National League may have 
come to an understanding about 

Taft, but it kept it a secret from 
the American League with the ex- 
ception of Frazee, who is the last 
man in the world we weould select 
to speak for us.”
